NICOSIA (R) — Inn said Sunday it had agreed that prisoners of war 
fPoWs) should be exchanged with Iraq within three months of the formal 
ceasefire due to take effect August 20.

W. Bank, Gaza greet new 
year with violent protests 


OCCUPIED JERUSALEM 
(Agencies) — Israeli soldiers 
Sunday shot and wounded at least 
12 Palestinians, including five 
teenagers, as violence flared in 
foe occupied Gaza Strip at tbe 
start of tbe Islamic New Year, 
hospital officials said. 

The Israeli army announced 
that it dosed the 360-square- 
kQometre Gaza Strip to outride 
visitors, including journalists. 

Israeli officials said 187,000 
Palestinians in a dozen locations 
in Gaza and the West Bank were 
living under curfew, which con- 
fined them to their homes inde- 
finitely. 

Israeli Defence Minister Yit- 
zhak Rabin reported to Israel’s 
25-member cabinet about foe 
eight-month-old Palestinian up- 
rising. 

Rabin said the army’s next 
objective would be to try to break 
tbe influence of Palestinian com- 
mittees in the occupied territories 


which have been orchestrating 
protests and trying to establish 
setf-nile, Israel Radio reported. 

An unnamed Israeli military 
official briefed tbe government 
leaders on the possibility of foe 
Palestine Liberation Organisa- 
tion (PLO) dedaring a state in 
the occupied territories or estab- 
lishing a government- in -exile. 

Protests erupted Sunday a day 
after two Palestinians died in 
confrontations with Israeli 
troops. One victim was reported 
by two Israeli newspapers to be a 
12-year-old boy from Jenin re- 
fugee camp in foe West Bank. 

Witnesses quoted by the AP 
said that in several parts of Gaza, 
violence began after protesters 
Uttered streets with nails Sunday, 
puncturing the tires of militaiy 
vehicles. Palestinian flags were 
also draped over eiectridty wires, 
they said. 

Underground leaflets from fun- 
damentalist groups had called for 


demonstrations to coincide with 
the Islamic New Year, 1409, and 
Israeli officials had said they ex- 
pected a new wave of protests. 

Gaza Gty's Shifa and Ahli 
hospitals said they treated nine 
Palestinians shot and wounded by 
soldiers in foe Suja’ye neighbour- 
hood and at Jabalya refugee 
camp. Two Palestinians were tre- 
ated for beatings and a 12th for 
rubber bullet wounds. 

Palestinians said violence was 
widespread as shops closed, traf- 
fic stopped and residents stayed 
home from work in accordance 
with a strike call by foe Islami c 
Resistance Movement marking 
foe new year. 

Foreign relief workers said sol- 
diers several times this week 
broke into houses in Sha’ti re- 
fugee camp, beat youths and 
forced them to remove debris 
from foe streets as a punishment 
for throwing stones at troops. 


Rising Nile poses worse 
threat to flood-hit Sudan 


AMMAN (J.T.) — His Majesty 
King Hussein received a letter 
from Libyan leader Muammar 
Qadhafi Sunday outlining the Li- 
byan proposal for a confederation 
of Arab states, tbe Jordan News 
Agency, Petra, reported. 

Petra said the letter was deli-

KHARTOUM (Agencies) — 
Tbe swollen waters of the River 
Nile crept inexorably towards the 
record 1946 level Sunday, thre- 
atening Sudan with its flood this 
century. 

Finance Minister Omar Nour 
A1 Dayem said the flooded Nile 
posed a serious danger from the 
central region to foe Egyptian 
border and had already made 
nearly two million homeless. 

Irrigation Minister Mahmoud 
Beshir Gamaa told Reuters 
Saturday night tbe river had risen 
14 centimetres since Friday, 
bringing its level to 16.21 metres. 

This was some 79 centimetres 
less than the peak of Sudan’s 
worst floods in living memory 42 
years ago. 

“Hie period between Aug. 20 
and the first week of September is 
crucial. Once that is over, Sudan 
will be safe,” said Gamaa. 

The official toll so far has been 
put at 58 dead and more than 200 
injured in Khartoum, the capital 
city of four milli on. 

The Atbara river in northern 
Sudan and foe A1 Qash rivers in 
foe east have already burst their 
hanks causing extensive da m a g e 
in surrounding areas. 

The daily Egyptian newspaper 
A1 Gomhuriya reported in an 
unattributed dispatch from Khar- 
toum that the death count from 
the floods was 400. Before more 
heavy raim hit tbe ravaged re- 
gion, the government reported 
the official toll from the disaster 
stood at 39 people killed and an 
estimated 5200 million in 
damage. 

Sudan, its 23- millio n popula- 
tion ranking among foe world's 
poorest, has appealed for interna- 
tional help. 

The most generous response 
has come from Saudi Arabia. 


King Fahd personally donated 30 
milli on riyals ($S million) in addi- 
tion to running an airlift of sup- 
plies. 

Nour A1 Dayem, head of an 
emergency committee set up to 
tackle foe flood disaster, told 
a news conference Saturday night 
that 85 planeloads of relief aid 
had so Ear arrived — 35 of them 
from Saudi Arabia. 

He said 1,200 tonnes of relief 
supplies had been sent, mostly 
tents and blankets. 

Flanked by six army generals 
and 18 ministers and government 
officials, Nour A1 Dayem said 
more help was needed. 

"We feel foe relief we have 
received so far is very little and 


that is why you see people crying 
in many areas that they did not 
receive anything,” he added. 

Western relief agencies urged 
the Sudanese government to 
allow non-governmental orga- 
nisations to help distribute sup- 
plies. They said the Sudanese 
army, which is handling most of 
the distribution, was not reaching 
some of those affected. 

The Cairo daily AJ Akhbar 
quoted unidentified relief agency 
officials as saying the renewed 
rains, together with the expected 
flooding of the Nile, delayed dis- 
tribution of aid and shortages of 
electricity, drinking water and 
food, creating "an extremely 
dangerous situation.”

Falangists threaten to sabotage election 


BEIRUT (R) — A rightist leader 
threatened Sunday to sabotage 
foe election of a new Lebanese 
president by ageing members of a 
parliament elected in 1972. 

Parliamentary Speaker Hus- 
sein Husseini said Saturday tbe 
bouse would convene next Inurs- 
day to elect a successor to Presi- 
dent Amin Gemayel for a single 
six-year term. 

Syria, tbe main foreign power 
broker in foe Lebanon, and foe 
United States have made inten- 
sive efforts to ensure a smooth 
election by finding a candidate 
acceptable to ail sides in foe 
faction-torn country. 

Bnt Falange party leader 
George Saadeh was quoted, in the 
conservative AJ Anwar newspap- 
er as saying that rightists were 
ready to sabotage foe election "if 
a new president is forced on us.” 

The mainly Christian rightist 
L eb anese Forces (LF) militia said 
Thursday it bad mobilised its 


security and political apparatus to 
confront the possible election of 
former President Suleiman Fran- 
jieh, an ally of Syria. 

The LF strongly opposes 
Syria's presence in Lebanon 
where Damascus has an esti- 
mated 25,000 troops stationed 
over two thirds of tbe country, 
split by 13 years of civil war and 
foreign interventions. 

Franjieb has not said officially 
whether he is a candi dat e. Pro- 
Syrian political sources said be 
was likely to delay his announce- 
ment until the last minute to 
prevent major disruptions by foe 
rightists. 

"His nomination would mean 
the (rightists) would take severe 
... measures to prevent his elec- 
tion, so the situation will deterio- 
rate. That is why he is waiting 
until foe last minute,” said one 
source. 

A top rightist leader told Ren- 
ters that an imposed candidate 


would be a challenge to all Christ- 
ians in Lebanon. 

He said one option to foe 
rightists would be to urge allied 
parliamentarians to boycott foe 
election and to form a transitional 
government based in east Beirut. 

"As to foe rest of tbe parlia- 
mentarians, we have our means 
to influence them,” he said, with- 
out elaborating. 

Interior Minister Abdallah 
Rassi told reporters tbe army and 
police would impose strict secur- 
ity measures at the parliament 
building on foe green line battlef- 
ront dividing Beirut. 

“1 call on any deputy to inform 
tbe security authorities of any 
attempt to prevent him attending 
the session by force,” be said. "In 
that case, we will make sure every 
deputy gets to parliament.” 

Tbe new president, who under 
the unofficial constitution must 
be a Marooite Christian, will be 
chosen by the 76 surviving mem- 


bers of foe 99-seat parliament. 

Israel's top policy maker on 
Lebanon said Sunday that Leba- 
non could expect persistent un- 
rest if a Syrian-“controlled’' pres- 
ident came to power.

"We believe Lebanon needs a 
president who bas the- freedom to 
make decisions without outside 
influence,” Uri Lubrani, tbe 
Israeli defence ministry’s top 
policy maker on Lebanon, told 
armed forces radio. 

Political analysts say Israel 
does not want a president com- 
pletely allied to Syria, or one who 
would challenge the presence of 
its soldiers and allied militiamen 
in a southern Lebanon “security 
zone” just north of foe Israeli 
border. 

The leader of the Progressive 
Socialist Party (PSP), Walid 
Jumblatt, said he would regard 
any attempt to disrupt foe elec- 
tion as a declaration of war. 


RABAT (R) — King Hassan of 
Morocco has said chat a United 
Nations-sponsored referendum 
was foe only way to resolve foe 
Western Sahara conflict. 

"Only an international referen- 
dum, recognised by the United 
Nations, under U.N. control and 
approved by foe U.N. can lead to 
a clear... situation,'* he said in an 
interview with Algerian journal- 
ists. 

The interview, broadcast late 
Saturday by Algerian and Moroc- 
can television, follows the recent 
reconciliation of the two states 
after a 12-year rift. 

King Hassan made the state- 
ment a few days after U.N. 
Secretary General Javier Perez 
de Cuellar proposed a peace plan 
to representatives of Morocco 
and the Algerian-backed Polisar- 
io guerrillas. 

The Poiisario has been fighting 
Morocco for independence of the 
former Spanish colony since 
1976. 

Rabat has called for a self- 
determination referendum with 
no prior negotiations but this is 
rejected by Algeria and the Poii- 
sario while Moroccan troops con- 
trol of four-fifths of the desert 

territory. 

Moroccan officials have not 
commented on foe plan.

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Israel seeks to reduce 
number of employees 

in West Bank hospitals 


AMMAN (J.T.) — The Israeli authorities have 
recently introduced measures designed to reduce the 
number of employees in hospitals within the occu- 
pied Arab territories by at least 40 per cent, 
according to a report by the Department of Palesti- 
nian Affairs (DPA). 


The report said the Israelis 
have already closed five hospitals 
and a number of sections in 
others, imposing fees on all pa- 
tients in advance of any medical 
treatment. 

The Israelis, it stated, have 
introduced other measures de- 
signed "to create difficulties for 
the Arab population, such as 
imposing additional fees for those 
who fail to renew their identity 
cards, banning the sale of crops 


produced by villages known to be 
active against the occupation au- 
thorities and increasing fees for 
travel permits. 

Losses incurred by Beit 
Urn mar town in the occupied 
West Bank, due to Israel’s severe 
measures, were estimated at ID 
1.5 mill ion, according to the re- 
port published Sunday in Sawt AJ 
Shaab Arabic daily. 

The Israelis also were said to 
have confiscated a total of 2.8 


milli on dnntims of Arab land 
from 1967 to the end of July 1988, 
introducing measures to create 
new Jewish settlements. 

“The Israeli authorities con- 
tinue to restrict freedom, impose 
harsh punishments on the Arabs, 
demolish homes of detained 
citizens and impose heavy fines 
on merchants," the report stated. 

In addition, it said, these au- 
thorities have banned men under 
35 from travelling to Amman or 
Egypt, unless they secure clear- 
ance from the military governors 
in their respective regions. 

Harsh measures and curfews 
are still being imposed on various 
refugee camps throughout the 
occupied Arab lands, the report 
added. 


National committee discusses 
measures to curtail crime 


AMMAN (J.T.) — The Higher 
National Committee for Combat- 
ing Crime in Jordan held a meet- 
ing here Saturday evening under 
the chairmanship of Public Secur- 
ity Department (PSD) Director 
General Lieutenant General 
Abdul Hadi A! Majali to discuss 
working papers and regulations 
dealing with measures that could 
be introduced to curtail crimes. 

Attending the meeting were 
heads of subcommittees who had 
taken part in the national com- 
mittee's first meeting held in 
June. 

Col. Ibrahim Harb from the 
PSD's Public Relations Depart- 
ment submitted a working paper 
on a national strategy against 
crime, and Colonel Isam Hiiu 
presented another paper on juve- 
nile delinquency. 

Other papers dealing with 
embezzlement of public funds, 
the duties of a subcommittee 
dealing with premeditated mur- 
der and protecting society from 
the danger of drugs, were all 
reviewed at the meeting which 
was held at the PSD's Officers 
Club. 

The national committee's first 


meeting in June heard views of 
PSD officials, religious leaders 
and lawyers about crimes in die 
Kingdom. 

However they ail pointed out 
with satisfaction the fan that 
crimes in Jordan dropped drama- 
tically last year to be 18,129 
compared with 39,579 in 1986. 

They said that there is no orga- 
nised crime in Jordan, despite the 
fact that more sophisticated 
methods are being used nowa- 
days by the criminals. 

Participants in the meeting 


highlig hted the role of family, 
social institutions and official 
organisations in educating people 
on crimes and means of counter- 
ing them. 

Majali last April reported the 
figures on crime and said that 
PSD records indicated that a drop 
of 5.4 per cent in juvenile delin- 
quency occurred last year com- 
pared with the 1986 figures. 

He said last year there were 
27.4 per cent less thefts and rob- 
beries, and 8.1 per cent less acts 
of fraud than in 1986. 


4 killed, 8 injured in 
two road accidents 


AMMAN (J.T.) — Four people 
were killed and eight others in- 
jured in two road accidents which 
occurred in North Shuneh Satur- 
day, according to AI Ra'i Arabic 
daily. 

The paper stated that in one of 
these accidents a 13-year-old boy, 
Hazem Shaker, and his eight- 
year-old brother, Thabet. were 


killed. A third. Fakhri Moham- 
mad, was injured when a car in 
which they were riding skidded 
off the road and overturned. 

It said the other two casualties 
occurred in another accident in 
which two vehicles collided near 
North Shuneh. The second acci- 
dent also injured seven people. 


Dajani to meet governors today 


AMMAN (J.T.) — A meeting by 
provincial governors will take 
place Monday under the chair- 
manship of Interior Minister Ra- 
jai Dajani to discuss issues con- 
nected with the election law of 
1986, and the question of reg- 
istering voters for parliamentary 
elections. 

A report in Al Dus tour Arabic 
daily quoted Dajani as saying the 
discussions will also cover a new 
set of administrative divisions and 
constituencies within the East 
Bank following Jordan's decision 
to sever legal and administrative 


links with the West Bank. 

Dajani was quoted as saying 
that the new measures and reg- 
ulations will be issued following 
the meeting. 

Jordan's decision to sever links 
with the West Bank, announced 
last month, coincided with a 
Royal Decree dissolving Parlia- 
ment which was composed of 60 
members half of whom were from 
the West Bank. 

The House was elected shortly 
before the 1967 Arab-Israeli war 
and was suspended in 1974 fol- 
lowing the adoption of a resolu- 


tion by an Arab summit held in 
Rabat that named the PLO as the 
sole legitimate representative of 
the Palestinian people. 

According to Al Dust our re- 
port, Dajani said strict measures 
will be taken from now on to 
deter members of the public from 
using fire arms during weddings 
and other occasions. 

The minister said that the pro- 
vincial governors will discuss the 
question of firing which had led 
to the death and injury of many 
innocent people.

Youth gathering opens in Ajioun 


AJLOUN (Petra) — A week- 
long gathering of youths from 
different parts of the country 
opened at the permanent camp- 
ing site near here Sunday under 
the patronage of His. Royal High- 
ness Crown Prince Hassan. 

Minister of Youth Awad 
Khleifat, who opened the prog- 
ramme on behalf of Prince Has- 
san, said his ministry was striving 
to help youths to attain their 
aspirations and serve their coun- 
try and society. 

"This gathering is part of the 
ministry's activities, which seek 


to serve the youths of this coun- 
try. fostering in them loyalty to 
their King and a sense of belong- 
ing to their nation,” Khleifat 
said. 

“The Ministry of Youth, work- 
ing closely with the Ministries of 
Education, Higher Education 
and Jordanian universities, set up 
several committees to supervise 
and organise programmes for 
youth from different back- 
grounds," Khleifat said. 

He said the Ministry of Youth 
is also involved in publishing a 
series of cultural books and has 


plans for establishing a cultural 
institute for youth, to give train- 
ing to leaders of youth clubs and 
organisations and to work out 
plans for promoting the youth 
and sports movements in the 
Kingdom. 

The minister toured the camp- 
ing site and inspected workshops 
which mil be used by the partici- 
pants who will also be involved in 
other activities such as tours of 
tourist sites, seminars and lec- 
tures and carrying out recreation- 
al activities. 


Islamic council seeks international 
conference to combat narcotics 


AMMAN (J.T.) — The Islamic 
Organisations and Societies 
Council in Amman sent a memor- 
andum to all ambassadors of 
Arab countries demanding an in- 
ternational conference be held as 
soon as possible to discuss ways 
of dealing with narcotics. 

A report in Al Ra'i Arabic 
daily Sunday quoted council 
members as saying the memoran- 
dum proposed enacting laws that 
would impose the penalty of 
death on those who trade in drugs 


and those who promote the sale 
of any type of narcotics. 

The memorandum also deman- 
ded that laws be introduced to 
provide blood testing of motorcar 
drivers to determine if they have 
u history of drug addiction, 
at cording to the paper. 

it stated that blood tests should 
also be conducted on workers in 
factories, students in universities 
and secondary schools and em- 
ployees in public and private 
organisations. 


The report suggested that strict 
penalties be imposed on those 
found to have used drugs. 

The paper quoted council 
members as demanding financial 
rewards to be presented to people 
who help the police arrest drag 
traffickers. 

The memorandum proposed 
that countries producing or prom- 
oting the sale of drugs should be 
boycotted economically and di- 
plomatically through the United 
Nations. 


Jordan to take part in Geneva 
talks on health issues^ AIDS 


AMMAN (J.T.) — Jordan will be ■ 
among a group of nations to take 
part in a meeting scheduled for 
Oct. 3 in Geneva to discuss health 
problems including measures that 
should be taken to combat AIDS 
(Acquired Immune Deficiency 
Syndrome) in the Eastern 
Mediterranean, according to a 
report in Al Ra'i Arabic daily 
Sunday. 

The meeting, the 35th of its 
kind by nations around the 
Mediterranean, will review a re- 
port on the World Health Orga- 
nisation (WHO)'s efforts to sup- 


port national programmes in their- 
effort to fight off the killer dis- 
ease. 

Jordan, according to the re- 
port. will be represented at the 
meeting by a high level delega- 
tion from the Ministry of Health 
which has been undertaking mea- 
sures recently to counter the 
spread of the killer disease in 
Jordan. 

Jordan was one of 13 countries 
that asked WHO for assistance in 
dealing with AIDS. 

Jordan also set up a national 
committee that launched several 


programmes to combat the killer 
disease. 

Last year, the Ministry of 
Health set up the committee 
whose task was to increase aware: 
ness about AIDS, following the 
appearance of several cases in the 
Kingdom, some of which were 
fatal. 

A WHO report said the orga- 
nisation plans to spend approx- 
imately $66 million on combating 
the disease world-wide during 
1988, of which $45 million will go 
to support national programmes.

AMMAN (J.T.) — Jordan, along 
with other Arab and Islamic na- 
tions, Sunday celebrated the Hi- 
jra New Year with religious cere-’ 
monies in various mosques. 

The Ministry of Awqaf and 
Islamic Affairs, which supervises 
religious celebrations, will hold a 
special ceremony on the occasion 
at the Grand Husseini Mosque in 
downtown Amman Monday 
afternoon.

option 

ONE ISRAELI school of thought in the wake of Jordan’s 
decision to sever formal links with the occupied West Bank 
is that the Kingdom has dealt a severe blow to the Labour 
Party’s chances in the general elections to be held in 
November. The argument goes that Jordan’s break with the 
West Bank, and the emphasis on the PLO as the sole 
legitimate representative of the Palestinian people, have 
polled the rag from under the Labour Party’s ‘•peace 
platform,” which advocated the “Jordanian option” as the 
key to settling the Palestinian problem. 

One asks: Did the Labour Party — or any other party in 
Israel — expect Jordan to play the game to serve Israeli 
political interests? These who insist that it was the latest 
Jordanian move that threw cold water on the Labour 
Party’s election prospects should *n li ghten themselves. 
Numerous were the analyses and observations by well- 
informed Israeli, Arab and Western experts that the 
“Jordanian option” was long gone before July 31, 1988, 
when the Kingdom announced its severance of formal links 
with the West Bank. In any event, it is a waste of time to 
debate the issue, since neither Labour nor its rival Likud 
has any record of seeking peace based on justice and 
fairness. If anything, let us not forget that it was under a 
Labour government that the Zionist state launched the 1967 
war and the record of Labour in foil power for decades is 
one of repeated aggression and systematic moves to obliter- 
ate the Arab and Palestinian identity of the occupied 
territories. 

Shimon Peres and company have only themselves to 
blame for their misfortunes. Yet, they could still speak the 
truth to voters — that tbe security and stability of their 
country coold be ensured only through recognition of the 
legitimate rights of the Palestinian people, and not through 
the illegitimacy of occupying other people’s land. There is 
tittle doubt that a majority of the Israeli people have 
recognised the futility of continuing to suppress the Palesti- 
nian people’s quest for their legitimate rights, and that it is 
time for them to exercise the “Palestinian option” — the 
only option there ever was. 
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AJ Ra 7; March of sacrifices 

MILLIONS of Muslims Sunday celebrate Hijra new year and 
remember the great achievement of the Prophet Mohammad 
more than 14 centuries ago.

At Dustow: Explaining motives 

KING Hussein Saturday explained to the PLO delegation the 
motives behind Jordan's decision to sever legal and administrative 
links with the West Bank and Jordan's firm stand with regard to 
the Palestine cause. There is no doubt that Jordan’s position 
emanates from the country's long-standing national commitment 
and reflects its true desire to serve Arab causes and safeguard 
Arab interests. Although the Jordanian move was clearly in 
response to the desires of the PLO and the Arab states, there is 
nothing that can stand in die way of Jordan's backing for the 
Palestinian people’s struggle for freedom. King Hussein’s 
announcement of the Jordanian decision contained affirmations 
that tbe Kingdom was interested in taking all possible measures to 
alleviate the sufferings of the oppressed people under Israeli rule. 

Sawt AJ Shaab: Remember sacrifices 

THE New Hijra Year is an opportunity for Mus lims to remember 
the emigration of the Prophet Mohammad to Medina and his long 
and strenuous struggle for laying the basis for an Islamic 
civilisation. Today, we are in dire need of the spirit that prevailed 
in the days of the prophet, with the true cooperation and affection 
that dominated the prophet's companions and their allies in 
Medina at the time of the Hijra. It was the prophet who brought 
about harmony and consensus among the earlier Muslims in 
Medina, something which they badly needed before embarking 
on their mission throughout the world. The earlier Muslims 
carried the standards of peace and affection, something which 
Muslims need these days in order to earn how to carry on tbe 
struggle and to maintain solidarity among Muslim nations.

Consider the Canadian case 


AS I prepared to leave Canada, three interesting juridical issues 
surfaced on the Canadian scene. I wish to submit them for the 
consideration of Jordanians as they may become relevant to us at a 
future date. 

Tbe first, and by far the most pressing and critical legal issue 
amo ng the three is the one related to fetus rights. Fetus rights once 
submerged and glossed over in many societies and cultures attracted 
Canadian attention in conjunction with the overriding issue of 
abortion. A certain militan t anti-abortion activist is arguing before the 
Canadian supreme court that basic human rights and freedoms as 
spelled out in tbe Canadian charter of rights and freedoms apply to 
fetuses as much as they apply to individuals. In other words, it is 
being argued that fetuses are entitled to the equal protection of the 
Canadian law just as any other Canadian human being, old or young. 
Accordingly, it is being submitted for the adjudication of the 
Canadian supreme court, the right fo-iife of any given fetus cannot be 
determined by any parent or parents. The Canadian supreme court 
•j has yet to render its judgment on this “hot" legal and social issue. 
1 But already many side issues have spinned off the central issue of 
abortion. Thus under both American and Canadian jurisprudences, 
biological fathers are seeking injunctions against biological mothers 
who got pregnant out of wedlock and want to dispose of their 
••embarrassments". The fathers argue that their fatherhood rights 
wonld be compromised and denied if their biological offsprings are 
aborted at the whim of the mothers. Many in fact have sought and 
been granted such injunctions. But the current litigations associated 
with the central issue of abortion are only the tip of the iceberg. What 
is surely more fundamental and substantive is tbe inherent rights of 
the fetuses themselves independently of any rights that accrue to

either biological father o'r mother or both. 

Surely a day will come when our legal sophistication will develop to 
the extent that it has attained in the developed world and will have to 
address this matter bead on. Yet to start reflecting on this matter as 
of now would be prudent and practical. Tbe day of reckoning, will 
surely be with us sooner than we think. The Jordanian 'Bar 
Association would be well advised to start this process by making tbe 
issue a easg celebre before our highest benches. 

The second "•hot" issue which is being debated within and without 
the Canadian judicial systems revolves, around the franchise tncni of 
civil servants. The federal court of appeals in Canada made legal 
history when it struck down as unconstitutional the sections in the 
Canadian public service employment act which purported to make 
federal dvfl servants neutral politically. The court .said in so many 
words that tbe denial of political rights to civil servants including the 
right to associate for political purposes would render the civil and 
political rights of Canadians a hollow objective. There you have it. In 
Canada now, civil servants can engage in political activities and vote 
according to their free volition. Will we have to address this policy 
and legal issue at a latter stage in our development? Perhaps, and 
perhaps not. To be sure this particular national policy is not likely to 
figure highly on our list of priorities. Nevertheless,- X thought of 
highlighting this subject matter which is occupying Canadians 
everywhere in view of its potentialities on the tortuous road of 
perfecting our dvfl service system. 

Even less relevant to us than the aforementioned second Canadian 
issue is the third one. Believe it or not this third Canadian concern 
has to do with the voting rights of prisoners. Again an Ontario 
supreme court has recently acted on tins matter and made court law 


Bush: No to a 
Palestinian state 


WASHINGTON — Vice Presi- 
dent George Bush has expressed 
strong opposition to creation of 
an independent Palestinian state 
which "is inimical’' to the security 
interests of Israel and the United 
States. 

In his Middle East position 
paper, obtained by Arab News, 
the Republican presidential 
hopeful says that direct talks are 
the only viable means of estab- 
lishing peace between Israel and 
its neighbours. 

"The U.S.," he stresses, ‘‘will 
neither impose a settlement, nor 
will be a party to any effort to do 
so through a multilateral entity." 

Bush said the United States 
would not support any role in the 
peace process for the Palestine 
Liberation Organisation unless 
the PLO recognises "Israel's right 
to exist’’ 

However Bush acknowledged 
that there would "never be a 
lasting peace” in tbe region until 
an equitable solution to the 
Palestinian problem is found and 
Palestinians involved in every . 
step of the process. 

Bush's policy stand is little 
change d from the current strategy 
followed by the Reagan adminis- 
tration of unequivocal support for 
Israel. 

Bush renewed the pledge to 
defend Israel. "We will continue 
to maintain Israel's qualitative 
advantage over any adversary or 
coalition of adversaries,” the 
position paper states. 

In this connection, the paper 
mentioned U.S. -Israeli coopera- 
tion to produce anti-tactical bal- 
listic missil es in the 1990s and 
joint development efforts for adv- 
anced conventional weapons 
system. 

The following are the excerpts 
from the position paper: 

“The U.S. believes that prom- 
oting the security of Israel and 
the pro-Western Arab states 
offers the best path to promoting 
peace and stability in the Middle 
East. Few foreign policy objec- 
tives are more central given the 
region’s chronic instability, 
strategic location.' and central 
role in the world's long-term 
supply of energy. 

"International conflict, sub- 
national and trans-national ter- 
rorism, confessional strife, and 
the fruits of decades of Soviet 
ambition and massive supplies of 
weapons have made the region 
chronically unstable. This insta- 
bility threatens America’s in- 
terest by jeopardising free na- 
tions and placing our access to the 
region at risk. Located at the 
confluence of three continents, 
the Middle East is linked to 
America’s economic, security in- 
terests in Europe, Africa and 
Asia. Possessing 75 per cent of 
the free world’s known petroleum 
reserves, the Middle East is vital 
in the long term to the economic 
prosperity of democratic regimes 
throughout the Western alliance. 

America’s strategic interests 
are clear; they are: 

• The region should be stable, 
and its nations controlled by gov- 
ernments friendly to the U.S.; 

• Israel must remain free, 
democratic, militarily secure, and 
economically strong; 

• Freedom of the seas and free 
trade are American traditions. 
American and allied access to the 
sea lanes and petroleum re- 
sources of the region should be 
free from interference, whether 
from regional troublemakers, the 
Soviet Union, or terrorists. 

We must pursue these interests 
energetically. We will continue to 
work with moderate Arab* states 
willing to co-exist with Israel. 
This should be done in concert . 
with allies where appropriate and 
practical. But we should be pre- 
pared to support our interests in 
the region alone if necessary to 
protect the security of the U.S. 


U.S.-Israeli relations: The 
evolution of Israel’s political sta- 
tus with tbe U.S. — from that of a 
threatened dependent in the 
1970s to that of an ally and 
regional partner of the U.S. in 
the 1980s — is a crucial trans- 
formation. No longer is Israel 
simply a democratic nation which 
shares America's religious and 
immigrant origins, Israel shares 
our security burdens as well. 

Israel is a strategic ally to the 
U.S. by virtue of its military 
capability and the values and 
political objectives its shares with 
the U.S., Israel buttresses the 
alliance in its most vulnerable 
area — : the southern region of 
NATO- and the Eastern 
Mediterranean. By establishing 
appropriate policies and institu- 
tions, the goal of strategic coop- 
eration wirh Israel has been 
achieved. It will be ' sustained 
through continued security and 
. economic assistance to Israel, and 
expansion of existing elements of 
strategic cooperation including 
joint exercises, pre-positioning of 
dual-use stockpiles (including 
combat equipment, spare parts, 
and ammunition), intelligence 
sharing and contingency plan- 
ning. These measures will serve 
to strengthen American military 
power and influence in the East- 
ern Mediterranean. 

A joint U.S.-lsraeli effort now 
under way will produce one of the 
free world's first anti-tactical bal- 
listic missiles in the 1990s, at a 
time when the proliferation of 
ballistic missiles is creating new 
dangers. Joint development 
efforts now under way for adv- 
anced conventional weapon sys- 
tems will bear the fruit of lower 
cost, but more effective defence 
for our two nations m the 1990s. 
Tbe improved institutions sup- 
porting defence cooperation will 
enable us to jointly strengthen 
our armed forces in the region, 
thereby contributing to regional 
stability. This could only be 
accomplished by a president wbo 
possesses the courage to stand 
alone as Israel has so often done, 
to defend freedom and democra- 
tic institutions in the region. We 
will continue to m aintain Israel's 
qualitative advantage - over any 
adversary or coalition of adver- 
saries. 

We will seek the assistance of 
the United Nations and other 
multilateral institutions where it 
will fit into a free nation’s own 
diplomacy. But we will never 
allow the United Nations or any 
other multilateral institution to 
place Israel's or America's secur- 
ity interests at risk. 

The domination of the United 
Nations by nations hostile to both 
the U.S. and Israel has dimi- 
nished the usefulness of the orga- 
nisation in the region. The U.S. 
will not allow the United Nations 
Security Council to become a 
forum for one-sided resolutions 
against our allies, including 
Israel. 

The continued existence of Un- 
ited Nations General Assembly 
Resolution 3379 which equates 
Zionism with racism constitutes a 
fatal flaw in the ability of that 
organisation to serve a useful 
purpose in the region. We will 
seek repeal of this resolution. 
Failure to repeal that resolution 
will justify attenuation of our 
support of the United Nations to 
reflect its diminish ed effective- 
ness in international affairs. 
Moreover, the U.S. will withdraw 
from tbe United Nations if Israel 
is ever denied membership. 

We oppose the creation of an 
independent Palestinian state; its' 
establishment is inimical to the 
security interest of Israel, Jordan 
and the U.S. We will not support 
the creation of any Palestinian 
entity that could place Israel's 
security in jeopardy.

America has played in the 1980s 
in encouraging the restructuring 
of Israel’s economy which can 
lead it from one dominated by 
governmental institutions to one 
responding to free markets. The 
evolution of Israel’s economy and 
the Free Trade Area agreement 
negotiated with Israel in 1985 will 
enable the Bush Presidency to 
bring Israel fully into the econo- 
mic community of free nations for 
the long term benefit of both 
Israel and the U.S. 

Peace process: The American 
role as an active, steadfast and 
fully engaged participant in the 
search for peace in the Middle 
East has rewarded, the U.S. as 
well. By assisting both Israel and 
Egypt to negotiate directly and 
providing appropriate economic 
and military assistance subse- 
quent to the Camp David Accord, 
the three countries have been 
able to limit the expansion of the 
influence of the Soviet Union in 
the region. 

Ultimately, direct negotiations 
are the only viable means of 
securing peace between Israel 
-and its neighbours. The' U.S. 
cannot and will not impose a 
settlement, nor will we be a party 
to any effort to do so through a 
multilateral entity. 

The U.S. will not support any 
role in tbe peace process for the 
PLO unless it recognises Israel’s 
right to exist, accepts United Na- 
tions Resolutions 242 and 338, 
renounces terrorism and removes 
language from its charter deman- 
ding Israel’s destruction. 

The search for peace requires 
continuous creativity and innova- 
tion to adapt to the shifting poli- 
tical requirements in the region. 
Formulas which were useful 
points of departure in the past 
may not be suitable in the future. 
American diplomacy can remain 
flexible by building on the bed- 
rock of the peace which now 
exists between Israel and Egypt. 
In tbe long run, the need for both 
peace and security in the region 
are not mutually exclusive — they 
are mutually reinforcing. To 
achieve this end, the U.S. must 
remain powerfully engaged, and 
to assist in providing an environ- 
ment where those most im- 
mediately concerned can negoti- 
ate directly and without fear or 
intimidation. President Reagan's 
September 1982 Middle East 
peace proposal provides a com- 
pelling basis for addressing tbe 
peace process as well as the 
Palestinian problem. We will 
build on this proposal to aid in 
the pursuit of peace in the Middle 
East. We believe that tbe most 
hopeful course of ending the 
.anguish of tbe Palestinians is to 
re-energise the peace process. 
We recognise that there will nev- 
er be a lasting peace in the area 
until an equitable solution to tbe 
Palestinian problem is found and 
that the Pales tinians must be in- 
volved in every step, of the pro- 
cess. . 

Economic growth — both in 
Israel and throughout the region 
— can also contribute to peace. 


More jobs and more opportuni- 
ties in the West Bank and Gaza, 
for example, could increase the 
confidence of Palestinians and 
make it easier for them to partici- 
pate directly in shaping a negoti- 
ated peace. More jobs and more 
‘opportunities in adjoining coun- 
tries might draw the energies of 
more young people into building 
a world for themselves rather 
than destroying someone else’s. 

Jerusalem: We believe that 
occupied Jerusalem should re- 
main an undivided city with free 
and unimpeded access to all holy 
places by people of all faiths. 

Egypt: Egypt is the catalyst in' 
the Arab World for advancing the 
cause of regional peace and 
security. As the only Arab nation 
to have formally made peace with 
Israel, it is reaping its benefits. 
With American economic and 
military assistance, Egypt has 
been increasingly integrated with 
the economic and defence-related 
institutions of the West. ... The 
administration's formal designa- 
tion of Egypt as a “major non- 
NATO ally" has served to streng- 
then American ties with Egypt 
and will provide the basis for 
further gains for America’s ability 
to advance tbe prospects for re- 
gional peace and- security during 
the Busb presidency. 

Jordan: Jordan is an indispens- 
able elementt of the Middle East 
peace process. Moreover, its 
posture of moderation has 
served to diminish the effective- 
ness of the radical rejectionist 
states Of the region. Jordan's con- 
tribution to regional stability will 
be strengthened by continued 
U.S. encouragement of its econo- 
mic development. Jordan de- 
serves continued American sup- 
port, particularly if it is to take 
the risks of pursuing peace in the 
Middle East. 

Tbe Gulf: Seventy-five per cent of 
the free world’s proven oil re- 
serves are in the Arabian penin- 
sula and surrounding Gulf states. 
It is imperative for tbe economic 
well being of Western Europe, 
Japan and the U.S. that friendly 
hands remain on the spigot of 
Arabian peninsula oil and that 
the sea lanes and the Strait of 
Hormuz remain free arid open. 
Our continued support of Saudi 
Arabia and other pro-Western 
states in the Gulf is an essential 
component of our policy. In sop- 
port of these interests, the U.S. is 
correct in deploying a naval task 
force to join with other naval 
forces to keep the international 
waterways open during the Iran- 
Iraq war. 

Syria and Libya: Syria and 
Libya remain hostile and vio= 
lence-prone elements in a region 
that yearns for peace and stabil- 
ity. It is unlikely that they will 
change their policies with the 
present leadership. However, it 
remains in our interest to take 
advantage of a genuine change in 
policy that would allow these two 
nations to work toward partici- 
pating m a meaningful way in the 
regional peace process” — Arab 
News. 


by striking down as unconstitutional a provision in Ontario’s 
election act that disenfranchised prisoners of all people* The Ontario 
court has concurred with the submissions of the lawyer for a 
convicted robber that the provision in the Ontario election act which 
disenfranchised prisoners violates a guarantee in the Canadian 
charter of rights and freedoms which gives all Canadian citizens the 
right to vote in the election of the members of the House of 
Commons. Hie court has noted that the punishment of the robbCT or 
any o th er felon lies in confinement and not in the deprivation of his 
or her political constitutional rights under the charter of rights and 
freedoms. The court went on to observe that the said charter 
contained no limitations on the right to vote by cri mina l s as is the 
under American jurisprudence where the fourteenth amend- 
ment to the U.S. constitution made a specific reference to the 
disenfranchisement of prisoners. 

I think it is interesting and enlightening to note what occupies the 
attention of other societies and civilisations. Tbe dynamics of 
modernisation will surely put us on a collision course with such or 
similar issues in the future. As we legislate into the future it would be 
beneficial to keep abreast of futuristic legal subject matters as of now 
by reflecting on them sooner than later. "Surely we can profit from tile 
experiences of others by taking note of their process of modernisa- 
tion. It would be in order, therefore, if our concerned authorities 
could monitor and chronicle the juridical developments of other 
societies with a view to gaining from them in a selective manner that 
suits our own conditions. It is against this backdrop that I cite the 
current “hot” legal issues in Panada. I trust this writing would be 
viewed in this vein.

American witnesses 
testify to Israeli 
brutality against Arabs

HALHUL, Israeli-occupied West 
Bank — During the 10 days she 
lived with Majid Sharif and his 
famil y in this Palestinian village 
between Al-Khaiil and Jeru- 
salem, Washingtonian Alice 
Winkler talked with them about 
many things. 

The “intifada." or Palestinian 
uprising in the West Bank and 
Gaza Strip, was tbe main topic, of 
course, but they also spoke about 
child-rearing and tbe changing 
role of women in this society. 
What they did not discuss — what 
Winkler, 25, did not tell her Arab 
hosts — was that she is Jewish. 

She was not- afraid, the edito- 
rial researcher for a Washington- 
based radio station stressed. She 
.just felt she would get' a truer 
picture of Palestinian attitudes 
towards Jews if she kept her own 
Jewish heritage secret. 

Winkler discovered plenty of 
hostility toward the Israeli 
occupation, she said, but only 
one case of what she considered 
racism — a Muslim extremist who 
saw in the current situation a 
continuation of "tbe way the Jews 
have, been for thousands of 
years.” 

That is part of the message that 
Winkler said in an interview she 
now intends to take back to 
America under a new and con- 
troversial "Eye-witness Israel” 
programme sponsored by tbe 
American- Arab Anti-Discrimina- 
tion Committee,' which organised 
her trip. 

She said the rest of tbe message 
boils down to this: “The condi- 
tions of occupation are abysmal. 
The intifada brought attention to 
this, though the conditions pre- 
date it. Occupation has forced 
Israel to become more and more 
repressive. And I don’t think that 
a Palestinian state is as much of a 
threat to Israel as the occupation 
itself.” 

Winkler is one of dozens of 

■ 

American observers who have so 
far visited the occupied territories 
under the programme. ' It put 
them, according to a brochure 
■promoting the effort, "in a uni- 
que position to gather accurate 
information and first-hand 
accounts about the daily abuses 
under Israel’s military occupa- 
tion, and to furnish that data to 
the American public, to the 
media, and to human rights orga- 
nisations throughout tbe 
country." 

Not so, according to Israeli 
officials, who say that tbe prog- 
ramme only helps American- 
Arab Anti- Discrimination Com- 
mittee damage the country’s im- 
age with biased and distorted 
accounts of the conflict.

Based on a lengthy interview 
with Winkler and shorter talks 
with a dozen other members of 
the second delegation, it appears, 
that .tbe programme is nertherthe 
purely humanitarian effort sug- 
gested by the American-Axab 
Committee nor die venal prop- - 
aganda ploy depicted by the 
.Israelis. 

By actually staying with fami- 
lies tn the territories for up to two 
weeks, the American, observers ' 


ists based here generally return to 
their Jerusalem or Tel Aviv 
homes each night. Rarely do they 
have nearly as sustained an expo- 
sire as do the "eye-witnesses.” 

The American- Arab Commit- 
tee gave priority in choosing ap- 
plicants to those affiliated with 
human rights organisations and 
"a demonstrated record of activ- 
ism.” It particularly invited pro- 
fessionals from -medicine, jour- 
nalism, law and religion to apply. 

Winkler’s group included rep- 
resentatives from all those fields 
and more. They came from 14 
different states. 

The committee partially fi- 
nances the “eye-witnesses," with 
participants charged $500 each for 
a package including travel, 
accommodations and food. Each

observer also has at least one 
local sponsor, some of whom help 
defray the cost. 

Three of the 16 delegates in 
Winkler’s group were Jewish, 
only one was Arab- American. 
They ranged in age from 25 to 60. 
Most had no special knowledge of 
tbe Middle East, though several 
had previously been active in 
human rights causes, especially in 
Central America. Atid several 
said they were motivated to come 
out of a sense of "moral obliga- 
tion.” 

All of those interviewed were 
sharply critical of Israeli policy 
and activity in the territories. 

“The Israelis have declared a 
Palestinian problem.” said Ken- 
neth Weare, who teaches theolo- 
gy at St. Mary of the Woods 
College in Indiana. "And tbe 
Palestinian problem is that Israel 
wants Palestine without Palesti- 
nians.” 

Rev. Carlos Jayne, a Methodist 
minister from Des Moines, Iowa, 
said he joined the delegation be- 
cause he felt "there's a Palesti- 
nian side that hasn't been told, 
and the other side has been heavi- 
ly weighted.” Particularly be- 
cause of die solid support for 
Israel among fundamentalist 
Christian congregations, Jayne 
said, he wants the "mainline 
churches.;, starting with my de- 
nomination, to begin addressing 
this issue more aggressively.” 

In their final statement, Wink- 
ler’s group described conditions 
in tbe West Bank and Gaza Strip 
as "characterised by systematic 
brutality and dehumanising prac- 
tices against the Palestinians.” 

They listed a number of speci- 
fic abuses, some of which — 
beatings, bouse demolitions, use 
of tear gas in enclosed areas, 
curfews, administrative deten- 
tions, and deportations — have 
been well documented. Others of 
the group's charges are familiar 
to journalists and other observers 
here, .but are believed never to 
have been confirmed by any inde- 
pendent- source. These include 
allegations- that Israeli troops 
have injected Palestinians with an 
unidentified liquid r arid that they 
have used a special, red-coloured 
nerve gas and dtim-dum (hollow

BEIRUT (AP) — The pro-Ira- 
Hizbollah accused the Sy- 
rian-backed Amal militia Sunday 
of assassinating a Hizbollah cleric 
in South Lebanon, hei gh t ening 
tension between die two rival 
Shi’ite factions. 

A Hizbollah statement said 
Amal militiamen shot at Sheikh 
Ah Karim’s car as he was driving 
Saturday in the southern village 
of Bir AI Salasel, 22 kilometres 
east of the southern port of Tyre. 

The sta t ement said Karim was 
killed instantly and his brother, 
sister and daughter — with him in 
the car — > were seriously wound- 
ed in the head. 

Hizbollah (Party of God) said 
the assassination “was calculated 
and premeditated." It did not 
elaborate. The statement accused 
Amal of “arrestin g and curbing 
the freedom of Hizbollah mem- 
bers” in Sooth Lebanon. 


Amal wrested control of South 
Lebanon from Hizbollah in a 
four-day showdown last April 
that left more than 60 people 
tilled and 150 wounded. 

Hizbollah retaliated by driving 
Amal out of South Beirut’s slums 
in a three-week bloodbath in 
May. About 300 people were 
killed and 1 ,000 wounded before 
Syrians sent troops into the sub- 
urbs to quell die fighting. 

Saturday’s incident came a day 
after a brief shootout between the 
two rivals in South Beirut's Hay 
A1 Sellom slum over the spon- 
sorship of a religious celebration 
in South Beirut. 

Amal accused Hizbollah of 
provoking the clash to prevent 
“the believers from taking part in 
the Ashoura ritual” sponsored by 
the party. 

The 10-day Ashoura celebra- 
tions started Friday evening. 


59 detained. after 
‘Ain Shams clashes 


CAIRO (AP) — State security 
authorities ordered Sunday the 
detention of 59 people involved 
in clashes with police forces two 
days ago outside a mosque in a 
Cairo working-class district. In- 
terior Ministry officials said. 

An Interior Ministry official, 
demanding anonymity under 
operational rules, said the state 
security prosecutor general 
ordered a 15-day detention of 59 
people under investigation. 

He said a wo man died Sunday 
morning of injuries sustained in a 
security mop-up operation fol- 
lowing dashes between Muslim 
extremists and police Friday and 
Saturday. He said two more per- 
sons had died earlier. 

Police forces clashed with Mus- 
lim extremists Friday night out- 
side a mosque in the northeastern 
suburb of ’Ain Shams. The 
forces, acting on a tip, had sur- 
rounded the mosque to detain a 
number of extremist suspects who 
were meeting inside after evening 
prayers. 


Nineteen people were wound- 
ed in the battle that ensued with 
stone-throwing, chain-wielding 
Muslim extremists. Police forces 
used teargas and sticks, according 
to a senior police official. The 
crowded district is inhabited 
mostly by workers. 

The official said more than 120 
extremists also hurled flaming ob- 
jects at police, setting a police 
van ablaze. 

The official said more than 70 
extremists were arrested in Fri- 
day night’s clash. 

On Saturday, police fired bird- 
shot as they rounded up sus- 
pected extremists in ’Ain Shams 
who may have hidden in houses 
there the night before. 

Local reports said 27 people 
were arrested. 

Witnesses and hospital sources, 
who refused to be identified, said 
one civilian was killed and several 
were wounded in the security 
operation that came the day after 
the mosque dash. One of the 
wounded was a boy, they said.

Assad, Velayati discuss ceasefire 


DAMASCUS (Agencies) — Ira- 
nian Foreign Minister Ali Akbar 
Velayati and Syrian President 
Hafez A1 Assad held late-night 
talks on the Gulf war, the Syrian 
News Agency (SANA) said 
Sunday. 

It said Velayati, who arrived in 
Damascus on an offidal visit 
Saturday, met Assad and Syrian 
Foreign Minister Farouq Ai Shar- 
aa for talks on the TXN.-spon- 
sored ceasefire in the Gulf and 
bilateral relations. 

The agency said Velayati deli- 
vered a letter from Iranian Presi- 
dent Ali Khamenei, but did not 
reveal its contents. 

The Syrian president also sent 
a letter to his Iranian counter- 
part 

Iraq Saturday urged Arab 
countries to stop financial aid for 
Syria and called for its expulsion 
from the Arab League. 

First Deputy Prime Minister 
Taha Yassin Ramadan, in an 


article in the ruling Baath Party 
paper Al Thawra, said all Arab 
leaders and governments should 
boycott the Syrian government 
and end all dealings with it. 

Ramadan, who is also member 
of the ruling Revolutionary Com- 
mand Council, cited Syria’s poli- 
cy in Lebanon, attacks on Palesti- 
nian camps in Beirut and its 
alliance with Iran in the Gulf war. 

It was the strongest remark 
made by any Iraqi official against 
die Syrian government since Iraq 
and Iran accepted the U.N.-spon- 
sored ceasefire in the Golf war 
beginning Aug. 20. 

In Tehran, Iranian war supre- 
mo Ali Akbar Hashemi Rafsan- 
jani told a visiting Omani minis- 
ter that the Gulf war would have 
■ ended sooner if Muslim countries 
had put pressure on Iraq. 

The Iranian national news 
agency ERNA said Rafsanjani 
told Oman's Minister of State for 
Foreign Affairs Yousef Ibn AJawi

IRNA also quoted Rafsanjani 
as saying some Gulf states 
adopted “unjust” stands in the 
eight-year-iong war. But he 
added that Oman's stand was 
just.

Iran ‘will spare no effort* 
to free British hostages 


TEHRAN (AP) — The newspaper Tehran Times 
said in an editorial Sunday that Iran would work to 
release British hostages held in Lebanon, particular- 
ly Anglican church envoy Terry Waite. 


“Undoubtedly the Islamic Re- 
public of Iran will spare no effort 
to press ahead with the release of 
British hostages, particularly Ter- 
ry Waite," the government-run 
newspaper said. 

But it 'made it clear that the 
effort was linked with attempts to 
find Iranians believed held in 
Lebanon. 

“Yet what Iran legitimately ex- 
pects of Britain is to provide Iran 
with all the information possible 
about the fate of four Iranian 
hostages” believed held by right- 
ist militia “under the Influence of 
Britain,” the English-language 
paper said. 

The editorial coincides with the 
visit of British diplomat David 
Reddaway to the Iranian capital, 
as well as with talks in Britain 
between Archbishop of Canter- 
bury Robert Runde and an envoy 
from the Iranian Foreign 
Ministry. 

Reddaway said Saturday that 
be had a “useful" first meeting 
with -Foreign Ministry officials, 
but refused to elaborate. 

Before leaving London Friday 
Reddaway said he would speak 
with officials about the 18 fore- 
igners missing and believed held 
hostage by pro-Iranian groups in 
Lebanon, including Waite and 
two other Britons. 

There has been a marked im- 
provement in relations between 


Britain and Iran in the past few 
weeks. Britain withdrew all its 
diplomats, who worked out of the 
Swedish embassy in Tehran, and 
all but broke diplomatic relations 
last summer. One Iranian diplo- 
mat remains in London. 

According to Britain’s Obser- 
ver newspaper Iranian sources 
say British hostages held in Leba- 
non could be freed within weeks. 

An early edition of the Sunday 
paper quoted what it described as 
an Iranian source close to the

The church and the Iranian 
embassy in London refused to 
comment Friday's talks between 
Joh Lyttle, the archbishop’s top 
adviser, and Mohammadi.

PLO voices satisfaction with Jordan’s step

"A PLO delegation led by Ex- 
ecutive Committee member 
Mahmoud Abbas and comprising 
Executive Committee members 
Abdullah' Houram, Mohammad 
Milhem and Abdul Razak Al 
Yahya and Hani Al Hassan vi- 
sited the Hashemite Kingdom of 
Jordan Aug. 11-14, 1988, to hold 
discussions with the Jordanian 
government on the Palestinian 
situation in the wake of Jordan's 
decision to sever legal and admi- 
nistrative links between the 
Hashemite Kingdom of Jordan 
and the occupied West Bank. 

“During the visit, the Palesti- 
nian delegation was received by 
His Majesty King Hussein. The 
delegation held two rounds of 
meetings with a Jordanian de- 
legation headed by Prime Minis- 
ter Zaid Rifai. In light of the 
explanations presented by His 
Majesty the King and the Jorda- 
nian government of the motiva- 
tions, considerations and goals of 
the Jordanian decision and 
answers given to the Palestinian 
delegation's inquiries on the mea- 
sures resulting from the Jorda- 
nian decision, the Palestinian de- 
legation expressed its full satisfac- 
tion with this decision and with all 
the resulting measures. It also 
expressed conviction that the de- 
cision serves the Palestinian cause 
and the Palestinian people’s 
aspirations to demonstrate their 
national identity on their land in 
the same way as it bolsters the 
(ongoing Palestinian) uprising (in 
the occupied territories) and con- 
firms the role of the PLO, the 
sole legitimate representative of 
the Palestinian people, in en- 
deavours to establish an indepen- 
dent Palestinian state on the 
Palestinian national soil. 

“The Palestinian delegation ex- 
pressed total conviction that the 
Jordanian position which considers all 


Jordanian citizens of Palestinian ori- 
gin as full Jordanian citizens with 
respect to rights and duties is legiti- 
mate and that this very citizenship 
does not touch upon their legitimate 
rights, in Palestine. 

■ “The Palestinian -delegation also 
expressed confidence that the nation- 
al unity of the Jordanian people is a 
bastion that counters all hostile plots, 
which equally aim against Palestine 
and Jordan. The*delegation stressed 
that Jordan’s strength, vigor and sta- 
bility are a source of power for the 
Pales tinian cause and struggle. 

“Based on this shared understand- 
ing, the Palestinian delegation ex- 
pressed the PLO’s desire to hold 
consultations with the government of 
the Hashemite Kingdom of Jordan on 
the steps and the initiatives that the 
PLO could take in the future towards 
realising the national goals of the 
.Palestinian people's struggle. 

“The Jordanian side welcomed the 
principle of consultations and ex- 
pressed support for any step that the 
PLO might adopt to realise die 
national aspirations of the Palestinian 
people on their national soil. The 
Jordanian side also reaffirmed Jor- 
dan's commitment to continue to 
shoulder its national role in the Arab- 
Isracli conflict through supporting the 
Palestinian people's legitimate strug- 
gle to realise their national aspira- 
tions. 

“The Palestinian delegation ex- 
pressed thanks and appreciation to 
His Majesty King Hussein for receiv- 
ing the delegation and for his honour- 
able national positions towards Arab 
issues in general and the Palestinian 
cause in particular.” 

The meetings were attended on the 
Jordanian side by Information Minis- 
ter Hani Khasawneb, Interior Minis- 
ter Rajai Dajani, Minister of State for 
Cabinet Affairs Faycz Tarawa eh and 
Foreign Ministry Secretary-General 
Nabib Nimer, 

Khasawnch hosted a dinner in hon- 
our of the PLO delegation Sunday 
night. 

The three-day meeting that con- 
cluded Sunday was the first contact 
between Jordan and the PLO after 
the Kingdom's decision to sever for- 
mal ties with the West Bank and thus 
to make room for the PLO to assume 


its full responsibilities as the sole 
legitimate representative of the 
Palestinian people. 

Among the various options under 
consideration by the PLO is a govem- 
ment-in-exile or a provisional govern- 
ment. 

PLO delegation member Houram 
told a press conference late Sunday 
that the meeting also reached agree- 
ment that Jordan would continue to 
provide some services to the Palesti- 
nians living in the occupied West 
Bank despite the Kingdom’s move to 
give the responsibilities to the PLO. 

Houram said Jordan had agreed to 
continue day-to-day services and faci- 
lities for the West Bank's 850,000 
residents, at least for the moment. 

“Frankly, we feel great relief from 
the fact that daily Hfe requirements 
were not negatively affected by Am- 
man's decision to break legal, admi- 
nistrative and political ties with the 
West Bank,” he told reporters. 

Houram said Jordan had promised 
to keep the bridges across the River 
Jordan open and to continue issuing 
passports to West Bankers, although 
they would be merely travel docu- 
ments and would not entitle the hol- 
ders to Jordanian citizenship. 

Jordan also said it would continue 
to give certificates of origin for ex- 
ports from the West Bank, would 
continue to supervise education there 
and would go on issuing birth, death 
and marriage certificates to its peo- 
ple, he said. 

Hourani described Jordan’s pledge 
to continue these services as “open- 
ended." 

The separate PLO statement issued 
Sunday night said-“botb sides came to 
agreement that Jordan will provide all 
facilities and measures which serve 
the interests and lb e» life of our people 
in the occupied territories." 

In its statement, the PLO. said 
Jordan made clear that those of 
Palestinian origin “have full rights of 
citizenship and full duties,” in 
Jordan. 

It said they would retain “their 
rights in Palestine... including the 
right to repatriation and self-deter- 
mination.” 

The PLO said it “expressed deep 
concern for the stability of Jordan and 
its national unity.” 


It restated its longstanding call for 
an eventual confederation with Jor- 
dan. Hourani said this would only be 
after a Palestinian state “is estab- 
lished on the ground.” 

Hourani said that following the 
latest talks, a visit to Jordan by PLO 
Chairman Yasser Arafat was ex- 
pected “very soon.” 

The PLO team was due to leave 
Monday for Egypt and meetings with 
President Hosni Mubarak. 

A senior Palestinian leader was 
quoted Sunday as saying the PLO was 
leaning towards establishing a pro- 
visional government in the Israeli- 
occupied territories rather than a 
govemment-in-exxle . 

The weekly Journal du Dimanche 
quoted Salah Khalaf, a leading mem- 
ber of the Fateh wing of the PLO, as 
saying in an interview that the deci- 
sion might be taken at a meeting next 
month of the Palestine National 
Council (PNC). 

The Al Khaleej newspaper in the 
United Arab Emirates reported Sun- 
day that the meeting would open 
Sept. 20 m Algiers. 

The Journal du Dimanche also 
quoted Khalaf as saying the time had 
come for dialogue with Israel. 

“Ir’s bizarre. For 25 years, the 
Arabs refused to talk peace with 
Israel, and now it's Israel which says 
'no,'” be was quoted as saying. “My 
solution for puce is a Palestinian 
state, a discussion to establish the 
borders of this state, and mutual 
recognition of Israel and Palestine,” 
he was quoted as saying. 

“We are not planning to form a 
govemment-in-exxl e but a provisional 
government," he told the Journal du 
Dimanche.

MOSCOW (AP) — A shadow economy that supplies 
everything the official one can’t earns up to 90 
billion roubles ($140 billion) a year and probably has 
made thousands of Soviets millionaires, a report has 
said recently.

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Security dampdown fails 
to quell Seoul violence 


SEOUL (AP) — Radical students demanding uni- 
fication with North Korea battled riot police with 
firebombs and rocks Sunday and angry residents 
dem ons trated to demand an end to the violence. 


Protesters staged several 
attacks with firebombs to try and 
push back thousands of police 
surrounding Yonsei University in 
the west of Seoul. Troopers in 
green combat fatigues and black, 
visored helmets fired volleys of 
tear gas and hurled rocks to drive 
students back in the third day of 
clashes at the school. 

“Advance nation unification” 
and “Yankees go home.” stu- 
dents chanted. 

Police armoured vans blasted 
die students with multiple tear 
gas launchers as protesters hurled 
scores of firebombs that exploded 
in orange showers of blazing 
gasoline. Martial arts units 
charged the students to drive 
them back into the campus. 

Students tried to stage several 
demonstrations in downtown 


Seoul, but the handfuls who 
showed up were dispersed quick- 
ly by hundreds of riot police. 

National police headquarters 
said Sunday that 1,027 protesters 
were arrested in dashes the day 
before, most of them in Seoul. 
Officials said 63 police officers 
had been injured Saturday, most 
in dashes around Yonsei. 

Some 3,000 students were at 
Yonsei to prepare for a march 
Monday to the border truce vil- 
lage of Panmunjom for talks with 
North Korean student delegates 
on reuniting the divided Korean 
peninsula. Student leaders 
claimed some 7,000 students 
would join the march. 

The government banned the 
march and the students have vir- 
tually no chance of getting past 
the heavy police cordon blocking

The military leader, who has 
already banned parties from con- 
testing the national elections 
Nov. 16, said the non-party sys- 
tem should be pushed to its logic- 
al conclusion, the Lahore daily 
The Nation said. 

Zia said he foresaw a system 
whereby parliamentary commit- 
tees played a major role and he 
cited Turkey and Sri Lanka as 
examples. 

He did not spell out his ideas in 
detail, but his latest suggestion 
apparently contradicts previous 
assertions that deputies elected in 


November would be free to form 
whatever groupings they wanted 
in the new parliament. 

Benazir Bhutto and other 
opposition leaders have de- 
nounced the bolding of non-party 
elections as a bid by the army 
chief to maintain his II -year-old 
grip on power. Most opposition 
parties have joined together in an 
alliance to try to force Zia out of 
office. 

The paper quoted Zia as saying 
in the interview, published on 
Pakistan's independence day, 
that there was no possibility of 
reimposing martial law. He 
seized power in a coup in 1977 
and ruled through martial law for 
more than eight years.

Thousands pay homage 
to Panama’s ex-leader 


PANAMA CITY (AP) — 
Thousands of mourners paid 
homage to the late three-time 
president Oscar Arnulfo Arias 
Madrid, whose body arrived at 
Panama's international airport 
Saturday. 

The Harvard-educated physi- 
cian, overthrown by the military 
in each of his presidencies, died 
of a heart attack Wednesday in 
Miami, where he had been living 
in exile. He was 86. 

Tearful mourners lined the 15- 
mile highway leading to the capit- 
al and shouted, “Mr. President, 
your people are present,” and 
“Arnulfo, Panama cries for you,” 
as the coach bearing the body 
passed by. Hundreds of vehicles 
followed the motorcade on its 
way to Panama City’s metropoli- 
tan cathedral. 

A radio station broadcast the 
procession from the airport to the 
cathedral. 

Many mourners along the 
route unfurled opposition party 
banners and lit candles. “I feel a 
great emptiness,” said one 
woman, 60. 


Founder of the opposition Au- 
thentic Panamanian Party. Arias 
was elected to three 4- year pres- 
idential terms but served a total 
of Vh years: from 1940 to 1941; 
18 months from 1949 to 1951: and 
II days in 1968. 

Arias ran again for the pres- 
idency in 1984 but lost to a 
military candidate in elections 
marred by allegations of wide- 
spread fraud. 

A staunch nationalist and anti- 
communist, he gave women the 
vote and created Panama's social 
security system during his brief 
presidencies. 

Arias wear into self-imposed 
exile in Miami last December. 
Although he was an opponent of 
Panama's de facto military ruler. 
General Manuel Antonio 
Noriega, he did not actively par- 
ticipate in the opposition's efforts 
to force the general to step down 
as chief of the defence forces. 

Noriega is under U.S. indict- 
ment on drug trafficking and 
money laundering charges. He 
denies the charges. 


Seven people were killed 'and 
more than a dozen injured in riots 
Saturday as police tried to impose 
an indefinite curfew on this arid 
provincial capital following a dis- 
pute by transport drivers, hospit- 
al sources and eye witnesses said. 

The city-wide rioting was trig- 
gered by a dispute between bus 
and truck drivers of the desert 
Baluchi people and the moun- 
tain-dwelling Patfaans over the 
most lucrative routes. 

Transport workers clashed ear- 
ly Saturday morning at the city's 
main bus station, witnesses said.

NEW ORLEANS (AP) — 
George Bush pondered a shrink- 
ing list of potential running-mates 
Saturday as Republicans flocked 
by the thousands into their hot- 
and-humid convention city for a 
week of politics and partying. 

Bush, his own nomination set 
for Wednesday night, was said by 
one source to have narrowed the 
list of vice presidential prospects 
to a half dozen or so names. “I'm 
not saying whom I'm going to run 
with,” was the vice president's 
comment in an interview with 
Cable News network. 

The roster was said to include 
two former rivals for the Republi- 
can nomination. Senators Bob 
Dole of Kansas and Jack Kemp of 
New York. Also in the running 
were Dole’s wife, Elizabeth, 
Senators Dan Quayie of Indiana, 
Pete Domenici of New Mexico 
and Alan Simpson of Wyoming, 
as well as at least one or two 
others.

Moscow meets Aug. 1 5 
Afghan pullout deadline 


MOSCOW (R) — Half the Soviet 
Union's military force in Afgha- 
nistan will have pulled out of the 
country by Sunday, Moscow 
Radio said. 

Under quadripartite Geneva 
accords, half of Moscow's 
100,000-strong force is due to be 
out Monday, Aug. 15. The radio 
report indicated the withdrawal 
would reach its half-way point 
one day ahead of schedule. 

“The Soviet Union ends Sun- 
day the first stage of its troop 
withdrawal from Afghanistan," 
the radio said. 

“More and more army units 
are crossing the Soviet-Afghan 
border to proceed to their areas 
of permanent location in the 
USSR,” it said. “The east, north- 
east and southeast provinces have 


□o more Soviet soldiers left.” 
Foreign journalists last week 
witnessed the arrival of Soviet 
units at Kushka and Termez. on 
the Soviet side of the border with 
Afghanistan. 

The withdrawal, which began 
May 15, has accelerated as the 
Aug. 15 deadline approached. 

Soviet and diplomatic sources 
said that Soviet units p ulling out 
of Kandahar in southeast Afgha- 
nistan came under rebel fire and 
suffered casualties 
General Shah Nawaz Tanai, 
head of the Afghan General 
Staff, was quoted in the Soviet 
armed forces newspaper Kras- 
naya Zvezda Sunday as saying 
dashes between Afghan govern- 
ment forces and rebels were in- 
tensifying in areas evacuated by 


Soviet troops. 

He spoke of tension in the 
provinces of Badakshan, Kunar, 
Nangarhar, Paktia, Paktika, Kan- 
dahar and Hilman d “characte- 
rised by a sharpening of the poli- 
tical and military struggle be- 
tween die national powers and 
opposition forces.” 

All the provinces he named 
border on Pakistan, which the 
Soviet Union and Af ghanis tan 
accuse of aiding the rebels in 
violation of the Geneva agree- 
ments. 

The accords, signed in April by 
Pakistan and Afghanistan , set a 
schedule for the Soviet troop 
withdrawal and banned interfer- 
ence in Afghan internal affairs. 
The Soviet Union and the United 
States are guarantors 


Population puzzle in Sahara referendum

RABAT — Spain's former col- 
ony of Western Sahara, the 
land of the “Blue People,” is a 
bleak and almost featureless 
strip of desert in the western 
bulge of Africa claimed by 
Rabat as historically part of 
Morocco. 

After a bitter 12-year desert 
war, its future depends on the 
United Nations' ability to orga- 
nise a referendum to decide 
whether the people want to be 
independent or part of 
Morocco. 

New proposals handed to the 
two sides in the conflict, 
Morocco and the Polisario 
guerrilla movement; by U.N. 
Secretary General Javier Perez 
de Cuellar Thursday call for a 
ceasefire and a referendum. 
They are to reply by Sept. 1. 

For centuries the territory 
has been home to small noma- 
dic tribes who roamed over vast 
areas in search of meagre pas- 
ture for their camel herds and 
flocks of goats. 

They became known as the 
“Blue People” when a Scottish 
merchant named Donald 
McKenzie sold them cheap in- 
digo cloth made in Manchester 
from a trading post on a rocky 
islet near the coast. 

The nomads made flowing 
robes out of the cotton doth 


and, since they rarely washed in 
a land where water is very 
scarce, the indigo dyed their 
skins blue. 

McKenzie's trading post was 
shut down by Sultan Moulay 
Hassan. the present King Has- 
san's great-grandfather, on the 
grounds that the Scot was tres- 
passing on Moroccan territory. 

The moroccans say the inci- 
dent is one fact proving that 
Western Sahara has always 
been considered an integral 
part of Morocco. Muslim tribes 
there have also always paid 
allegiance to Moroccan 
monarchs revered as descen- 
dants of the Prophet 
Mohammad. 

Moroccan daims were re- 
vived shortly after independ- 
ence in 1956 and gained con- 
siderable momentum in the late 
1960s after Spain discovered 
large phosphate rock deposits 
at Bou Craa in the northern 
part of the territory. 

The discovery, coupled with 
the considerable fishing poten- 
tial for sardines, tuna and 
crustaceans, suddenly made the 
desolate wastes very valuable. 

In 1975 King Hassan took the 
issue to the World Court in the 
Hague which ruled that 
although some tribes tradi- 
tionally pledged allegiance to 
Moroccan monarchs this did 
not constitute sovereign rights. 


The World Court's opinion 
was that sovereignty should be 
decided by consulting the local 
population in application of the 
principle of self-determination. 

The green march 

But King Hassan derided the 
court's findings vindicated 
Moroccan claims. 

He organised the “green 
march” and 350,000 unarmed 
Moroccans waving flags and 
copies of the Koran were sent 
into the territory on Nov. 6. 
1975. 

Anxious to avoid a colonial 
war as Spanish dictator Francis- 
co Franco lay dying, Madrid 
agreed Nov. 14 to transfer 
administration of the territory 
to Morocco and Man ri tania 
which was also laying claim to 
it. 

After the last Spanish sol- 
diers left at the end of the 
following February, guerrillas 
of the Frente Popular Para la 
Liberation de Sakiet el Hamra 
y Rio de Oro (polisario) backed 
by Algeria and Libya began a 
war of attribution for independ- 
ence of their self-styled Saharan 
Arab Democratic Republic 
(SADR). 

The guerrillas eliminated 
Mauritania whose small army 
was unable to resist Polisario 


raids deep into its territory, 
twice attacking the capital 
Nouakchott itself. 

In 1980 Morocco annexed 
Mauritania's part of the desert 
territory after Nouakchott 
signed peace accord with the 
Polisario. From then on Moroc- 
co was alone against Polisario 
and its backers. 

OAU wrangje 

At the 1981 summit of the 
Organisation of African Unity 
(OAU) in Nairobi. King Has- 
san proposed a settlement 
under which the nomads would 
vote for either independence or 
integration with Morocco. 

The proposal foundered 
when the SADR was admitted 
to the OAU summit in 1984 as 
if it were already an indepen- 
dent state, prompting Morocco 
to puli out of the pan- African 
group , protesting that the 
SADR's admission violated the 
self-determination principle. 

Meanwhile, an estimated 
80,000 Moroccan troops gra- 
dually pushed the guerrillas out 
of the desert by building a 

1 ,500-kilometre defensive wall 
of sand and rock along the 
frontier. 

Tins gave Morocco the milit- 
ary advantage and enabled the 
king to relaunch his referendum 
idea by appealing to the United 
Nations to organise it instead of 


the OAU. 

The biggest problem 

Who will vote in the referen- 
dum is the biggest problem 
which Perez de Cuellar has 
been trying to solve in the past 
two years in talks with the 
belligerents. 

In the past the “Blue People” 
ignored frontiers and roamed 
freely over wfaat are now parts 
of Algeria, Mauritania, Moroc- 
co and Western Sahara. 

Today tribal areas still strad- 
dle the colonial border which 
zigzags from 7* g in the north to 
Zug in the south and across to 
the Atlantic. 

In theory people who vote in 
the referendum must prove 
they were bom in Western 
Sahara. But determining a per- 
son's birthplace is difficult 
among people constantly on the 
move. 

A U.N. technical mission 
toured the area last November 
and reported that a Spanish 
census taken in 1974 gave a 
population of about 74,000. 

But Polisario told the mission 
there were 207,000 people, 
most of them in refugee Mmp s 
in Algeria, while the Moroc- 
cans said a 1982 census counted 
164,000 inside the territory, 
many of them immig rants from 
the north. 


A wmilar attempt to march 
to the border June 10 was block- 
ed by police and turnouts at the 
latest protests have been small . 

Hundreds of riot troopers ring- 
ed Yonsei Sunday to stop stu- 
dents from entering or leaving.

Students attacked some of the 
league mar chers with sticks and 
rocks near Seoul National Uni- 
versity medical school before 
being driven off by police. Hun- 
dreds of protesters inside the 
school were surrounded by riot 
police. 

President Rob Tae-Woo 
warned Friday that violent pro- 
tests were a threat to the Olym- 
pics and bad to be stopped. 

“Radical students have seized 
on the reunification issue to try 
and mobilise public support for 
their anti-government campaign. 


Burma rebels call 
for more protests 


BANGKOK (AP) — Anti-gov- 
ernment groups in Burma have 
called for nationwide demonstra- 
tions Monday to demand that 
ousted President Sein Lwin be 
tried in court and political prison- 
ers be released, Japan's Kyodo 
news agency reported Sunday 
from the Burmese capital. 

China's Xinhua news agency 
also reported from Rangoon that 
the situation there was calm Sun- 
day morning. Other reports said 
shops and government offices 
reopened Saturday as normal life 
resumed in the riot-scarred 
capital. 

Kyodo said the anti-govern- 
ment groups called for more pro- 
tests as they rallied in major cities 
Saturday to celebrate the depar- 
ture of Sein Lwin. 

Sein Lwin resigned Friday as 
president of the country and bead 
of the ruling party after four days 
of massive street demonstrations 
that by official count left at least 
95 people dead. 

Kyodo said the groups also 
were demanding the government 
pay compensation to families of 
those killed in the protests, dur- 
ing which security forces repe- 
atedly fired to disperse crowds. 

A Western diplomat reached in 
Rangoon told AP Saturday that 
students were passing out leaflets 
calling for pro-democracy de- 
monstrations after achieving their 
main aim of ousting Sein Lwin. 
The former general was widely 
hated for brutally crushing dis- 
sent during Burma's 26 years of 


authoritarian rule. 

Student protesters last week 
circulated to Western diplomats a 
list of demands that included 
holding a referendum on having a 
multi-party system in Burma; an 
end to martial law, imposed Aug. 
3 in Rangoon; release of dissi- 
dents and student protestors; 
reinstatement of students held for 
political activities; reparations for 
fami lies of those killed or wound- 
ed in protests; and reductions in 
the cost of living. 

Sein Lwin, who ruled for only 
17 days, took over July 26 as 
chairman of the country’s single 
political party, the Burma Social- 
ist Programme Party. He re- 
placed Ne Win, who bad ruled 
since leading a 1962 military coup 
that ended Burmese democracy. 
Ne Win himself proposed the 
referendum on a multi-party sys- 
tem in his resignation speech, but 
the idea was rejected by the 
party. 

It was not dear bow much 
support the students would re- 
ceive from other groups for more 
potentially bloody demonstra- 
tions. Large numbers of state 
workers, Buddhist monks and 
young people, including teen- 
agers, were among the tens of 
thousands who rallied last week 
in Rangoon and other towns. 

In an article Sunday, the Bang- 
kok Post quoted Thai Prime 
Minister Chatichai Choonhavan 
as denying rumours that Sein 
Lwin had sought refuge in Thai- 
land.

‘Fifth superpower summit possible' 

WASHINGTON (R) — President Reagan and Soviet leader 
Mikhail Gorbachev may hold a fifth, farewell summit in New 
York in September, U.S. News and World Report said Saturday. 
The weekly magazine quoted an unidentified senior administra- 
tion official as suggesting such a meeting could take place during 
the U.N. General Assembly session. It said the Kremlin has 
pushed hard for what would be the third meeting between the two 
men in less than 10 months. “A summit would give a big boost not 
only to the GOP (Republican Party) ticket but to the embattled 
Soviet leader,” it said. White House spokesman Roman Popadiuk 
told Reuters: “As far as I know there are no plans for any 
summit.” 

Pravda unveils new MiG-29 fighter 

MOSCOW (R) — The Communist Patty newspaper Pravda 
Sunday unveiled to the Soviet public the MiG-29 fighter, one of 
the most advanced combat aircraft in the Soviet arsenal. Pravda 
printed a photograph of the needle-nosed twin-jet fighter and 
informed the Soviet public that the aircraft, known to the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organisation (NATO) air forces as the fulcrum, 
would be presented at Britain's Farn borough ah’ show early next 
month in foe first appearance at such an event by a Soviet military 
aircraft. It described the MiG-29 as a fourth-generation military 
jet developed to match the U.S. F-16 Falcon advanced fighter, 
adding it was superior to the F-16 in a number of respects. 

Philippine rebels free soldiers 

MAMALA, Philippines (AP) — Communist guerrillas released 
five military officers in this village southeast of Manila Sunday 
after keeping them hostage for more than two months. Gregorio

The five were released to public 
works and highways secretary Juanito Ferrer, Roman Catholic 
Bishop Julio Labayen and provincial officials after two weeks of 
negotiations, which included a temporary cease-fire slated to end 
at noon Tuesday.
